M arch 9.—Two more m ajor bills in the Bricker adm in­ 
istratio n ’s "ripper” program —to reorganize the parole board and tax 
commission—were advanced tow ard enactm ent in the Ohio senate today. 
B oth were recom m ended for passage by com m ittees and the senate 
leadership hoped to bring them up for a vote next Tuesday or W ednesday. 
The parole bill would abolish the present iour-m em ber board and 
set up a pardon and parole commission of three members, appointed for 
six years a t salaries of $6,000 a year.

Tolley estimated the 
state’s farmers earned total pay­ 
ments of $5.846.000 for 1937, leaving 
more than $1,680.440 still to be paid 
when the report was prepared 
He said that when the 1937 pro­ 
gram was started, with its shift of 
emphasis from crop reduction by 
contract to payment for adoption 
of soil conserving and soil building 
practices.
